Indianola, Texas doesn’t get 
many visitors. That’s because 
there’s not much to see or do in 
Indianola. It’s one of those 
bump-in-the-road kind of 
towns, a don't-blink-or-you'll- 
miss-it kind of place. 

Indianola, Texas is one of 
those just another name on the 
map. What's left of Indianola is 
a memorial to the power of a 
hurricane. It's the kind of place 
you should visit if you've never 
experienced a hurricane. 

Indianola used to be the most 
important town on the Texas 
Gulf coast. Back in the 1870's, 
Indianola was а thriving, 
bustling community of several 
thousand people. 

It had a large and busy port 
as vessels from -all over the 
world came to Indianola. 
Cargoes included ice cut from 
New England lakes and 
shipped, with as much insula- 
tion as possible, from Boston. 
At the time, no other ice was 
available, 

One and two-story frame 
buildings lined both sides of 
Main and Water streets-the 
two primary roads in 
Indianola. The only brick build- 
ing was the Calhoun County 
Courthouse that faced 
Matagorda Bay. 

It was a beautiful town with 
& breath-taking view of the 
Gulf of Mexico. Life was good 
but disaster was just around 
the corner. 


Indianola had been built on 
low and sandy soil very close to 
the bay. Yet, the residents of 
Indianola seemed oblivious to 
the apparent danger. 

Each year, the town did expe- 
rience some flooding because of 
high tides and strong winds, 
but the damage was always 
minor. These brief periods of 
high water only increased the 
community's feelings that their 
town would be safe from the 
weather. 

Indianola's luck ran out on 
Wednesday, September 18, 
1975. A severe hurricane devel- 
oped in the Gulf of Mexico and 
headed directly for the town 
built on sand, 

Three-fourths of Indianola 
was washed away. Only under- 
ground cisterns and Oleander 
bushes remained to show resi- 
dents where their homes had 
‘once stood. 

The death toll was high. 
Anywhere from two-hundred to 
seven-hundred people lost their 
lives. 


Yet, the ‘survivors didn’t lose 
their optimism or hope for their 
community. Many rebuilt their 
homes starting their lives all 
over. 

Indianola, however, was 
never the same. The ships still 
came to the port, but their vis- 
ita were less frequent. Over the 
next few years more and more 
people started to move away. 
Indianola was dying. 

On August 19, 1886, another 
hurricane struck Indianola. 
Wind, rain, water and fire 
spread through the town. The 
fires started when kerosene 
lamps were knocked over by 
the gusty winds. 

Every structure in town suf- 
fered damage and most had to 
be demolished. Even the 
Calhoun County Courthouse, 
which had survived the earlier 
storm, was destroyed. The hur- 
ricane was 80 powerful that a 
locomotive was sent, tumbling 
into Matagorda Bay. 

The town that was built on 
sand was gone. This time, none 
of the survivors rebuilt. 

If you go to Indianola, Texas 
these days you won't find very 
much. You might run across the 
old cemetery and when the tide 
is low, you might see the crum- 
bling remains of the court- 
house. 

There's not much to see in 
Indianola except the power of a 
hurricane and the foolishness 
of building to close to the water.

Just 
knowing your total cholesterol may 
not be enough to keep your heart 
healthy. There are several differ- 
ent types of cholesterol. Measuring 
the levels of these types is impor- 
tant in determining your risk for 
heart disease. 


^», What is Cholesterol? 


} Cholesterol is a soft, fat-like 
substance found in all your body's 
cells. It is an important part of a 
healthy body because it is used to 
form cell walls, certain hormones 
and othér necessary tissues. 
However, too much cholesterol in 
the body can cause clogged arter- 
ies, which eventually can lead to 
heart disease and heart attacks, A 
total cholesterol level below 200 
mg/dL is desirable. 

Cholesterol is produced in your 
body, mostly in the liver, and is 
found in foods that come from ani- 
mals, especially egg yolks, meat, 
fish, poultry, and dairy products 
Foods that come from plants, such 
as fruits, vegetables, grains, and 


heart attacks and strokes. 

Your LDL should be less than 
100 mg/dL if you have coronary 
heart disease (prior heart attack, 
bypass surgery, or balloon angio- 
plasty). Desirable LDL cholesterol 
is less thán 130 mg/dL for many 
people, Overall, the lower your LDL 
level, the lower your risk of heart 
attack. Dr. Thomas Pearson, 
Director of the Research Institute 
at Mary Imogene Bassett Hospital, 
states: "I think the key to managing 
LDL is, number one, understanding 
how important this is in association 
with cardiovascular disease." 

HDL: The opposite is true with 
HDL, or *good" cholesterol. High 
levels of HDL have been found to be 
beneficial, and experts recommend 
that HDL should be 35 mg/dL or 
higher. Smoking, being overweight 
and not exercising can contribute to 
low HDL-cholesterol levels. 

‘Triglycerides: Triglycerides are 
another type of fat in your blood 
that can be dangerous in large 
quantities. While a high triglyc-

need special parents

Four-year-old Katie got off to a rough start in 
life: Her mother had no prenatal care, and 
Katie was severely neglected until she was 
placed into foster care when she was just three 
months ‘old. At that time, the pediatrician who 
examined her had little hope that Katie would 
ever walk, talk or even be able to see. She didn't 
cry or even look at people. 

After being adopted by her foster parents 
along with her brothers, Mikey and Simon, 
Katie is now a happy, talkative girl who enjoys 
gymnastics, singing and dancing. In her par- 
ents’ words, “Katie is amazing!” 

It takes special parents to provide love, nur- 
turing and a permanent home to children with 
special needs. Children’s Home Society of Flori- 
da, South Coastal Division, is Palm Beach 
County's oldest and largest private adoption 
agency. Children's Home Society helps adoptive 


parents experience the joy of sharing their lives 
with these special children. 

Today there are many children with special 
needs awaiting adoption in Palm Beach Coun- 
ty's foster care homes. As November is National .

More than one daily drink may: 
increase breast cancer risk

Limiting alcohol consump- 
tion to a moderate level (about 
1 drink per day) is recom- 
mended to reduce a woman's 
risk for breast cancer, accord- 
ing to information presented 
at a recent symposium of the 
American Institute for Cancer 
Research. AICR Grantee Keith 
Singletary, Ph.D., associate 


professor in the Department of - 


Food Science and Human 
Nutrition at the University of 
Illinois, Champaign-Urbana, 
said the increased breast can- 
cer risk connected to drinking 
appears to be modest, and 
more research needs to be con- 
ducted to determine the influ- 
ence of other-factors on the 
alcohol-breast cancer relation- 
ship. “We need to know more 
about the timing of alcohol 
consumption, nutrition factors, 
body weight, effects on hor- 
mone production, and drinking 
patterns,” he said. 

Singletary noted that “High 
alcohol consumption -- three or 
more drinks per day-- ів asso- 
ciated with a number of can- 
cers of the head and neck, 
including the mouth, larynx 
and esophagus.” 

News reports in the past 
year have cited studies that 
found a glass of red wine per 


‚дау can help reduce risk for 
heart disease, but these 


results have led to some confu- 
sion over other studies show- 
ing that any alcohol at all in a 
woman's diet may be linked to 


breast cancer development. 
Singletary noted that although 
there is considerable evidence 
from studies in many different 
countries to support a connec- 
tion between alcohol intake 
and breast cancer risk, the 
effect appears to be modest. 
There has been enough vari- 
ability and inconsistency with- 
in them to make health 
experts ask for additional 
information before drawing 
concrete conclusións regarding 
exactly how much alcohol can 
increase risk of breast cancer. 
More than 180,000 new 
breast cancer cases are expect- 
ed to be diagnosed this year. 
Although genetic predisposi- 
tion is a factor in breast cancer 
development, researchers say 
some of the risk for the disease 
can still be controlled to a 
large ‘extent through 
maintaining healthy eating 


and lifestyle habits. Because. 


surveys show that more than 
50 percent of American women 
drink, the influence of alcohol 
on breast cancer has come 
under scrutiny. 

Even though the link to 
breast cancer'appears to be 
modest, Singletary said the 
health benefits gained by 
reducing alcohol intake to low 
or moderate levels (about Í 
drink per day) are significant." 
“Drinking low to moderate lev- 
els of alcohol can reduce your 
risk of other aerodigestive 
tract cancers, reduce your risk 
for coronary heart disease, and 
can reduce some of the adverse 
psychosocial effects of heavy 


drinking,” he noted. 

He advised individuals to 
consider their own personal 
risk for breast cancer when 
deciding how much to drink. - 
Women with higher breast 
cancer risk may want to mini- 
mize alcohol intake until more 
is known about its influence. 

For lower cancer risk, the 
American Institute for Cancer 
Research advises consumers to 
drink in, moderation, if at all, 
to eat plenty of vegetables, 
fruits and whole grains, and to _ 
get regular physical exercise.

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A ceremony was held Aug. 27 
at the Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's office to honor the 
75th anniversary of Palm 

Seach County's "Forgotten 
Hero", George Clem Douglas, 
who was shot and killed in the 
line of duty 75 years ago on 
Aug. 27, 1921. 

Due to the length of the arti- 
cle it will be run in a three part. 


@ Rookie Palm Beach County 
Deputy Sheriff George Clem 
Douglas, 50, was shot and 
killed on Aug. 27, 1921 as he 
tried to serve an arrest war- 
rant. The killer escaped and for 
several weeks a possé searched 
over a three county area for the 
killer but he was never found. 

The line of duty death of 

Ф.у Douglas was eventual- 
ly forgotten by county and law 
enforcement authorities who, 
until 1996, listed Fred Baker 
as the first Palm Beach deputy 
killed in the line of duty (in 
1924). However, the killing was 
described in Ruth Robbins 
Beardsley's 1973 book, 


са The murder of Deputy 
Douglas was “rediscovered” in 
1996 by Dr. Wilbanks and 
brought to the attention of the 
Palm Beach County Sheriff's 
Office. Deputy Douglas was 
then added to the Palm Beach 
County Roll Call of Honor of 
slain officers so that his name 
‘vill be read each year at the 
Palm Beach County Police 
Memorial. His name will also 
be inscribed on the monument 
in front of the Sheriff's Office 
that lists all Palm Beach 
deputies killed in the line of 
duty. His name will also be 
inscribed on the National Law 
Enforcement Memorial in 
Washington, D.C. in 1996.

Deputy Douglas attempted to 
serve an arrest warrant on 
Sam Wells, 50, *a black male", 
at his home in Bare Beach on 
the south coast of Lake 
Okeechobee at the "lock site at 
the head of the Miami Canal” 
immediately south of Ritta 
Island’ (near the present day 
town of Lake Harbor petwoart, 
Clewiston and South Bay). 

The Palm Beach Post report- 
ed'that Wells “had stolen $84 
from another man and a war- 
rant had been issued for his 
arrest and that Wells was part 
of a crew of laborers working 
for the Southland Steamship 
Company “putting in a lock at 
the head of Miami canal on 
Lake Okeechobee". "It is sur- 
mised that there was a row in 
the camp and that Deputy 
Sheriff Douglas was sent there 
to make an arrest." 

When Deputy Douglas and 
his son, Howard Douglas, 19, 
approached the house to serve 
the arrest warrant, the man 
opened fire with a rifle. Deputy 
Douglas was shot through the 
right shoulder, the bullet tak- 
ing a downward course 
through the heart from the 
rifle, which protruded through 
a shuttered window, killing 
him almost instantly. Only two 
shots were fired, the second 
injuring the deputy's son, 
Howard. (Palm Beach Post, 
8/29/21). 

A different (and incorrect) 
version of the killing was given 
by the Miami Metropolis. 
Howard Douglas's later recol- 
lections of the incident to his 
children suggests that this 
account is erréneous in that 
Wella was not first arrested in 
a field and no shotgun was 
involved. 

Aman in the dredging camp 
had complained to the sheriff 
of that county that Sam Wells 
had robbed him of an amount 
of money. Deputy Sheriff 


Douglas was detailed to. 

the arrest and as an 

caution he took with him his 
son, Howard. They found Wells 
working in a field and placed 
him under arrest. 

Wells asked permission to go 
to his house for some wearing 
apparel, and the officers 
accompanied him there. 
* According to the. story from the 
scene, Wells entered the house, 
raised a double-barreled shot- 
gun which was located and, 
withdüt warning or threat, 
emptied both loads at his two 
captors at short range. Wells 
then fled into the Everglades. 
(Miami Metropolis, 8/29/21). 

However, the Metropolis cor- 
rected the above version of the 
Shooting in its Aug. 30 cover- 
age and reported that Douglas 
and his son approached Wells' 
house, found the front door 
locked, and *passed around the 
house, where the black male 
opened fire through a window." 

The second version (by the 
Metropolis) of what happened 
is confirmed by a third account 
of the incident by Ruth 
Robbins Beardsley. 

Douglas had gone to find a 
black man named Wells who 
had cheated another black 
male out of his paycheck that, 
afternoon playing skin. Wells 
had left the job and when 
Douglas went around the side 
of the house to see Wells, the 
man shot him through the win- 
dow. As his father fell, Howard 
bent over him and was shot in. 
the back. Before help arrived, 
Douglas was dead and the 
black male gone. Howard was 
seriously hurt. Someone head- 
ed to West Palm Beach for the 
Sheriff. Jim was in charge of 
the posse scouring the woods 
and swamps looking for Wells, 
Sheriff Baker arrived in his 
speed boat and took Howard to 
the hospital where he eventu- 
ally recovered. After a week of 


tracking the search for the 
killer was abandoned. It was 
decided that he had probably 
headed for the East Coast 
immediately after {һе shoot- 
ing. Wells was never found. 
(page 47-49 of Pioneering in 
the Everglades by Ruth 
Robbins Beardsley.) 


A fourth account of the mur- 
der came in a letter from Addie 
Mae Douglas, 15, to her sister 
in Alabama. The letter, written 
two days after the murder, 
noted: 

The way it happened was a 
black man came to the house 
for Papa to go and arrest a 
back man who had robbed him 
so Papa and Howard went 
down there (the Miami Canal), 
went up to the house where the 
black man was. They called for 
him and he asked what they 
wanted and Papa said, "never 
mind what I want, you come 
here." They were standing by 
the window and he shot Papa 
with a high power rifle and 
Papa fell and Papa told 
Howard that the negro had 
killed him and for him to get 
the gun (from Papa) and kill 
him (the black man). When 
Howard stooped over Papa, the 
black man shot Howard in the 
back and it came out at his 
shoulder. (Letter by Addie Mae 
Douglas, 8/29/21.) 

Historian Beardsley also 
described the frantic scene in 
Bare Beach when the local res- 
idents heard of the killing of 
Deputy Douglas. Bare Beach 
was playing Moore Haven in 
their regular Saturday base- 
ball game when:a truck came 
screaming to a halt and the 
driver yelled, "Where's the doc- 
tor? Douglas has been killed 
and Howard shot by a black 
man." In what seemed like sec- 
onds, Ruth watched trucks, 
loaded with men and rifles or 
shot guns, tear off for the 
Locks.

Arthur T. Brantley, the cap- 
tain of the Echo, a boat operat- 
ing between Bare Beach and 
Moore Haven, notified the 
Sheriff's office in West Palm 
Beach of the killing of the 
deputy via a telegram from 
Moore Haven, 25 miles to the 


west (but the nearest telegraph_ 


station). His message gave few 
details of the killing but includ- 
ed the words, “bring hounds at 
once” since Wells had fled the 
scene into the Everglades. 
Sheriff Baker immediately 
notified “the sheriffs of all the 
adjoining counties” by tele- 


phone. 

Every black male who goes 
down Hillsboro ог Fort 
Lauderdale canals into 


Broward County will be 
detained; and the sheriff of 
Glades County, of which Moore 
Haven is the county seat, has 
posted sentinels at LaBelle on 
the Caloosahatchee River and 
elsewhere. (Palm Beach Post, 


8/29/21.) 
Within a short time, six 
counties (Palm Beach, 


Broward, Dade, Okeechobee, 
Glades, and Lee) had dis- 
patched men to join in the 
search. It was reported that 
Wells was traveling barefoot 
with a rifle and had provisions 
for five days. 

A posse was quickly formed 
under the ‘leadership of J.E. 
Beardsley. “Volunteers 
answered th@ call from the 
adjoining county” for the posse 
which began the search for the 
fugitive. The Post reported 
that Wells was “surrounded” 


on Saturday night in a “cus- 
tard apple swamp” but eluded 
the posse. 

When it became apparent 
that the local posse did not 
catch Wells within a few hours, 
Sheriff R.C. “Bob” Baker, 
accompanied by Deputies 
Ernest Malphers and Joe 
Walker and 1.8. Campbell, the 
Justice of the Peace at Ritta 
Island, traveled to the murder 
site on a speedboat donated by 
the "Southland Steamship 
Company, contractors for the 
building of the lock at Miami 
Canal." 

The Sheriff stopped at 
Pahokee to get bloodhounds as 
his own bloodhounds “had been 
killed”. Unfortunately, the 
hounds were hampered by a 
heavy rain that fell after the 
murder. 

While the posse continued its 
search under J.J. Waldron of 
Bare Beach, Sheriff Baker 
returned to West Palm Beach 
on Aug. 30 with the seriously 
injured Howard Douglas who 
was taken to Good Samaritan 
Hospital. Physicians reported 
that the young Howard “had 
been shot through the lungs 
and that his condition was crit- 
ical" Addie Mae wrote to her 
sister two days after the mur- 
der that Sheriff Baker “sure i$ 
kind" as he promised that the 
hospital treatment of Howard 
“would not cost us a cent". She 
also noted that Howard "sure 
is suffering" and that *Howard 
don't know Papa is dead."
